Snapshots Will be Taken; 


Will Prove Life On 


Planet

Snapshots of 
Mars, as' if 
the 


planet were little more than a mile 
and a half away, are promised by 
B.. -McAfee, American scientist and 
' 
' 
' ' - ' - e 
collaborate^ ' with ' David 
well known American, .•astronomer, 
in an article in The'-Lojidon Daily 
Mail, describing plans- for the larg- 
est telescope 'ever conceived, -which 
he says will solve the' question as 
to whether life exists on Mars. 


The instrument should be ready 


in 1924 when Mars will -be nearer 
the earth than for a century, accord- 
ing to Mr. McAfee, who is planning 
the telescope 'on his estate n«ar 
Deauville. Mr. McAfee says: 


"Prof. Todd found a mine shaft at 


Chan-aral, Chile, over which Mars 
will be at its zenith several times in 
1924. 
We intend to use the shaft as 


the barrel 'of the telescope. 
It will 


be sheathed and will be fifty feet i 
diameter. The difficulty of a glas 
mirror will be obviate^by the use o 
an invention of mine, a flat shec 
iron dish fifty feet in diameter o: 
which mercury will b.e. poured. 


When the dish is rotated ^at'.; 


certain speed the surface mercur; 
assumes the necessary concavity ani 
forms a splendid mirror. Owing t 
the great luminosity the telescop 
will be able to make a snapshot in 
stead of a time exposure. A mag 
nification of twenty five millions wii 
be possible, bringing Mars within 
mile and a half.- I am convinced tha 
life exists on- Mars and expect tt 
prove it.

"To all who suggest, to all who 


insinuate that these men who pu 
their all to hazard in the iron scale 
oC war are now seeking to commer- 
cialize their patriotism, I say thai 
the suggestion is as baseless as it i'. 
ungrateful. 
When a pseudo states- 


manship condones a--waste of six 
hundred million dollars in an air- 
craft scandal; 340 million more in 
the scandal of the shipping board; 
when it tosses 25 million dollars in- 
to tho laps of the swarthy bandits 
of the equator; confined 850 millions 
of dollars for war preparation a»cei 
these men have fought to successful 
conclusion a war guaranteed to ent 
war; graciously bestpwi 5 hundred 
millions upon the railroads of tho 
country as a premium for misman- 
agement and 
corruption and then 


upon that very day tarns to the 
American soldier who pleads 
for 


justice and tells him to take s cup 
and stand upon the street corner 
then the point of intolerable shame 
has been reached. The service man 
would be wanting in manhood if he 
did not protest, and if 
he dFdn't 


urge his friends to protest and in 
making up his mind as to who are 
his friends, the soldier isn't scan- 
ning ancient history. 
He's asking 


for men who are ready and willini 
to stand up and be counted NOW. 


"The suggestion was made at De- 


troit tho other day that the sincer- 
ity of a man's utterances should.be 
determined by the stand he took 
when the war was on. It was in- 
tended no doubt' to place the speak- 
er upon a pedestal and tear down 
the influence and standing of his

Transport Workers' Union ii» taking 
possession after the board had re- 
fused them a minimum wage of 70 
•hillings a week. 
Sensational de- 


velopments are expected. 


The transport men propose to run 


the business themselves and pay the 
y/age demanded but are encounter- 
ing difficulty since the books and 
records are locked in the safes. 


Sir James Long, secretary of the 


Harbor board, declined as a public 
servant, to surrender the offices, but 
the transport workers insisted and 
fie departed. 
A majority 
of 
the 


members of the board are republi- 
cans as is the strike leader, but the 
Irish republican cabinet's labor min- 
istry has been unable to effect a set- 
tlement.

will pass as a recognition of the debt 
of gratitude we owe our soldiers,' 
Now, as you may suspect, that's 
merely an echo. 
The Washington 


Star, a journalistic hand said of the 
powers that fatten in the fields of 
plenty expressed the iam« thought 
more than two monhs ago: 'To con- 
fer upon the men who fought for th»- 
nation a gratuity in one form or an- 
other is like discharging an obliga- 
tion to the porter who carries one's 
bag. It would seem that «eryice of 
the nation in time of war is a duty 
of citizenship, and that to,measure 
that service in tenms of money would 
disgrace patriotism and degrade 
American citizenship.'

scribes held, was evidenced by the 
fact that'the 'boxing commission .in- 
structed Promoter Rickard to""hold 
up Wilson's end of the purse, declar- 
ing the champion did not- put'forth 
his oest efforts. A meeting of'the 
board will be held Thursday to make 
final disposition of the matter. 


Loses Best Chance 


Downey lost his chance to win the 


championship, over which there -will 
be more wrangling, in the very first 
round when he clipped Wilson on 
the chin and dazed the titleholder. 
But Bryan failed to follow up his 
advantage and Wilson recovered af- 
ter going into a clinch. Fro_m that 
time on, Wilson respected his foe's 
powerful right, but on many and 
many occasions thereafter he was 
on the receiving end in spite of. his 
efforts .to avoid the punishment car- 
.ried in that right wing. 
In the 


ninth he all but went over from one 
of these pile driving blows. 


Wilson showed no marks as he left 


the ring except around the body, 
which was crimson from Downey's 
right swings. 
On the other hand, 


Bryan's tender nose was torn open 
and his right eye was cut and black- 
ened.

SYDNEY, New South Wales—A 


country without an army, without a 
nnvy, without a national debt and 
without an income tax; where the 
romance of the South Seas still lives, 
and where every male reaching the 
ago of 16 years must own eight and 
one-quarter acres of land to sustain 
his own family—a statute obliga- 
tion which is fulfilled by a magnani- 
mous government granting him the 
land gratis. 


Such is Tonga, the last remaining 


native kingdoms in the Pacific ocean,

nished by Tui Vakanao, premier of 
the island, here recently.
